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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the communication received on January 24, 2002. 

Drawings 

2. This application has been filed with informal drawings, which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application 
is allowed. 

Double Patenting 

3. Claims 11-15, 17-24, 26-44 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 
34-45, 49, 52-53, 55-57, 59-60, 62-66 of co-pending Application No. 09/404,759. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because it's obvious to omit an element, and its corresponding function. 
The claims in the present application are directed to a wireless application mobile 
station for communicating via a telecommunication network comprising support for 
interactive voice communication while the conflicting claims in the provisional 
application are directed to a mobile application station for communicating with a 
telecommunication network. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 
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Specification 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on 
a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract 
not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the 
computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used 
in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should 
describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need 
for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in 
the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 11-15, 17-24, 26-44 are objected to and will be allowable when the terminal 
disclaimer set forth in this office action is received. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply 
with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. 
See 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1 (b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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a. US Patent No. 5,717,923 to Dedrick, which teaches method and apparatus 
customizing electronic information in an electronic information distribution network to 
individual end users. 

b. US Patent No. 5,991,735 to Gerace, which teaches computer program apparatus for 
determining behavioral profile of a computer user. 

c. US Patent No. 5,974,300 to LaPorta, et al. which teaches two-way wireless cellular 
messaging system. 

d. US Patent No. 5,933,778 to Buhrmann et al., which teaches method and apparatus 
for providing telecommunication services based on a subscriber profile updated by a 
personal information manager. 

e. US Patent 6,301,480 to Kennedy, III et al. which teaches system and method for 
communicating using a voice network and a data network. 

f. US Patent No. 6,201,948 to Cook et al. which teaches agent based instruction system 
and method.
